The sphere was floating 
through chaos, and seated on it was Ponan 
Kon, drossod iu tho prevailing fashion of 
•376,000 years ago, which bocamo the stylo 
again in Adam's day. 


Tableau IT—Tho tower of Fo Koin repre- 


sented tho burial o£ Buddha, and gave un 
excellent idea, of tho porcelain tow; r, once 
ono of tho wonders ot tho world, but which 
was raxed by tho Tapings a decade ago, Tho 
tower was eight stories high and built ex- 
clusively of porcelain.
